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IRS plans exclude 
schools, hospitals 
from Church work —

WASHINGTON (NC)—New regulations pro- 


posed by the Internal Revenue Service threaten 
the position of Catholic schools, hospitals and 
orphanages in relation to their work as part of the 
Church. f 


The new IRS regulations offer new interpreta- 
tions of an ‘‘integrated auxiliary’’ of a church, and 
threaten the rights of churches to define 
themselves and their ministry, Eugene Krasicky, 
general counsel of the U.S. Catholic Conference, 
has charged. 


An “‘integrated auxiliary,”’ according to IRS, is 
an agency ‘‘whose primary purpose is to carry out 
the tenets, functions and principles of faith of the 
church with which it is affiliated’ and ‘‘whose 
operations in implementing such primary purpose 
directly promote religious activity among the 
members of the church.’’ 


AGENCIES SUCH as parish schools, hospitals 
and orphanages have previously been accepted as 
“integrated auxiliaries.’’ 5 


But the new proposed regulations would 
exclude such agencies, claiming that their primary 
purposes are education or the provision of health 
eare, and not “‘to carry out the tenets, functions 
and principles of faith of the church.’’ 


Excluding such agencies means that they would 
be required to file annual financial reports with 


‘(® IRS. But the filing requirement is not the main 
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concern of churches opposed to the regulations, 
Krasicky told an IRS hearing on the proposed 
regulations. 


“‘THE CENTRAL vice of the proposed 
regulations,’’ he said, is that they ‘‘define 
‘church’ and they define the ministries of a 
church.”’ 


Calling the proposed regulations ‘exceedingly 
dangerous,’’ Krasicky charged that they ‘‘carve 
up the unity of the churches. 


‘‘They amputate the charitable, educational and 
welfare ministries of the churches,’’ he said. “‘For 
the sake of collecting financial data, they invade 
the constitutional freedom of the churches to 
define themselves and their ministries within the 
traditional American concepts of church and 
religion.” 

Krasicky told the IRS hearing that there was a 
strong consensus against the proposed regulations 
among U.S. churches. Se 


THE CONSENSUS comes not from mere 
opposition to the ‘‘administrative burden’’ of 
filing yearly financial reports, he said, but from 
concern about the churches’ right to define 
themselves and ‘‘their ministries to their own 
members and to all-of mankind.’’ 


If IRS believes that collecting — financial 
information on church-related charitable, educa- 
tional and welfare agencies is ““necessary for tax 
planning and for the efficient administration of the 
Internal Revenue Code,’’ Krasicky said, it should 
‘‘attempt to persuade Congress to pass clear and 
unambiguous legislation requiring such reports. 


‘Such legislation could be drafted without any 
invasion of the concept of ‘church’ and ‘church 
ministry,’ ’’ he said. ‘‘We are not in favor of such 
legislation, but it would be far less objectionable 
than the proposed regulations.’’ 


KRASICKY SAID he saw no need for IRS to 
establish a definition of ‘integrated auxiliary’. 


Speaking specifically of Catholic agencies, 
Krasicky said Church teaching from the time of St. 
Paul emphasized the ‘‘corporal works of mercy. 


“Instructing the ignorant, feeding the hungry, 
naked, caring for the orphan, 
consoling the afflicated and healing the sick have 
been among the most important of the traditional 
ministries of.the Church.”’

Pope urges ‘worthy solution’ in Mideast 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—Pope Paul has again urged a 
“worthy solution’’ to the issue of the status of Jerusalem and 
the problem of Palestinian refugees. 


In receiving the credentials of the new Moroccan 
ambassador to the Holy See, the Pope also called for an end of 
the Lebanese civil strife and return to a ‘‘life of collaboration 
between Christians and Moslems’’ in that nation. 


ADDRESSING ambassador Youssef Ben Abbes, Pope Paul 
said: ‘‘We cannot let this opportunity pass without expressing 
our desire...that everyone work resolutely and without delay 
for peace (in the Middle East), and that a worthy solution to 
the issue of Jerusalem and to the Palestinian problem be 
found.”’ 


In April, during a visit by President Anwar Sadat of Egypt, 
the Pope expressed similar concern for ‘‘a peaceful and just 
solution to the Arab-Israeli crisis,”’ including ‘‘an equitable 
solution to the problem of the Palestinian people’ and 
Jerusalem and its holy places, with ‘‘due regard for the 
millions of followers of the three great monotheistic

religions.”’ 


The Pope also told the Moroccan ambassador that he hoped 
“for the definitive end to combat in Lebanon.” That war-torn 
country, he said, ‘‘must again become a country which shows 
in a special way the possibility of a life of collaboration 
between Christians and Moslems.’ 


SENDING greetings to Moroccan King Hassan II, the Pope 
saluted the Moslem community which the king heads as ‘‘our 
brothers in faith in one God.” ° 3 


“In a world strongly marked by engulfing materialism, it is 
of prime importance that believers dare to affirm in word and 
act the transcendence of divine truth which surpasses all 
earthly ideas,’’ the Pope said. 


As the Pope spoke with the ambassador at the Vatican, 
Cardinal Sergio Pignedoli, president of the Vatican’s 
Secretariat for Non-Christians, was engaging in a 
Moslem-Catholic dialogue with Shiite Moslems in Iran. He 
and several members of the secretariat were there as guests 
of the Shah of Iran.

1971 merger brings profit to colleges

The merger of the former 
diocesan University of San 
Diego and the former College 
for Women of the Religious 
of the Sacred Heart has 
changed many things on the 
Alcala Park campus. 


But perhaps most impor- 
tant—in a time ‘of financial 
struggle for many—has been 


the change in the financial 


picture of the merged ~col- 
leges, now known as USD. 


“The ’70s have. been 
rough years for all private 


school 


was presented by Bobby 
Townsend, highest seller, 
and Patricia Cravo, eighth 
grade class president. 


The school had been losing 
at least 50 students each year 
and last year enrollment was 
down to 160, said Msgr. 
O'Dowd. The school was able 
to operate last year with the 
help of a subsidy of $54,000 
from the church, he said. The 
school was in trouble because 
of the low enrollment and 


high church subsidy, he 
added. 

WITH THE cooperation 
between the pastor and 


parishioners enrollment is up 
to 210 students this year and 
the church subsidy is down to 
$30,000, a $24,000 drop from 
last year, Msgr. O’Dowd 
said. 

To boost enrollment the 
PTG held an open house at 
the school and also visited 
families in their neighbor- 
hoods, telling them about the 
advantages of enrolling their 
children in Blessed Sacra- 
ment School. 


“Our school is here to 
stay,’’ said Msgr. O’Dowd. 
“Our older people built this 
school. And they wanted to 
see it remain in operation. It 
will now, and that makes our 
people very proud.”’ 


universities,’ according to 
USD president Dr. Author E. 
Hughes, *‘but fortunately we 
were not affected to the same 
extent as some others.” ~ 


THE MERGER, which 
officially took place in 1971, 
was between a College for 
Women showing decreasing 
enrollment and decreasing 
recruitment to the religious 
community, and a College for 
Men and Law School owned 
by the diocese and costing an 
annual diocesan subsidy of 
$500,000 a year. 

Operating funds in 1971 
showed a deficit of $551,000, 
according to Dr. Hughes. But 
by fiscal 1975 there had been: 
a turnaround to a surplus of 
$31,000. Outstanding debts 
include $1.8 million to the 
diocese and $1 million to the 
RSCJ, both noninterest bear- 
ing. Total indebtedness is 
$4.198 million. Current as- 
sets are given as $30.65 
million. 

Now the university is to 
sell $2.86 million of tax- 
exempt, 25-year serial bonds 
to aid further developments 
and meet heavy maintenance 
costs. This was announced 
last week to financial inter- 
ests by Dr. Hughes. The 
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bonds will be put on the 
market within the next week. 


According to president 
Hughes tuition accounts for 
$5,389,000 out of total annual 
revenue of $7,292,000, and 
the student to faculty ratio of 
the total. university, includ- 
ing the law school, is now at 
an average of 18 to 1. 


He said the university 
expects a student enrollment 


~ of about 4,000 by the year 


1980-81. Currently it is in 
excess of 2,500. 


“Taking into- account the 
expenses incurred in reno- 
vating and reallocating plant 
and space on the campus 
following the merger, and 


the inefficiencies of the ° 


double operation which had 
to be ironed out, we have 
come a long way,’’ said USD 
financial affairs vice presi- 
dent Jack Boyce. ‘‘Also, 
moving from a subsidized to 
a nonsubsidized financial 
base had its effect, too.’’ 


THE BOND issue will be 
used to cover the refinancing 
of the purchase of nearly $1 
million worth of apartments 
to meet the needs of the 
expanding resident student 
population, and to help pay

PATTON—In their ever-growing interest in social action, 
Catholics are still missing the boat in at least one major area, 
according to Father Mark Medaer. 


He is chaplain at Patton State Hospital in this small

PATTON STATE IS one of California’s first two hospitals 
for the mentally ill ever built in California, opened in 1886.

Belgian-born Father Medaer explains. 
“The direction of mental health today is geared towards the 


Cambodian, — Laotian and 
Thailand refugees, according 
to Tarantino. 


“We need about 70 or 80 
sponsors for the small num- 
ber alloted to our area,’’ he 
said, ‘‘to offer their homes 
for a short time on a ‘good 
samaritan’ basis. 


‘We would like people to 
take them into their homes 
and look after them for about 
six to eight weeks, then we 
will take over all responsibil- 
ity,’’ he added. 


IT IS NOT like the previous 
resettlement scheme by 
which parishes and individ- 
ual sponsors took over full 
responsibility, he points out. 


“This time it is only for six 


homes.”’ 


to eight weeks, when they 
first arrive from Thailand. 
There is nothing permanent 
about the arrangement.’’ 


The families are ready and 
waiting in Thailand and will 
be moved to the United 
States as soon as sponsors 
can be found for them. They 
will. not be moved into 


holding areas such as Camp 


Pendleton, as before. 


“We make this urgent 
appeal again,’’ said Taran- 
tino, “knowing that people 
will open their hearts and 
homes.”’

HE NOTED THAT parishes neighboring the hospital, St. 
Adelaide’s, Highland, and St. Anne’s and Holy Rosary, San 


Bernardino, 


do help out at Patton State. 


“But we need more parishes to organize socials and invite 
the patients. The ground rules would be that the patients 
would be forbidden to talk about their problems so they can 
learn to function in society,”’ he explained. 


He also asks parishes to organize volunteers to come to the 
hospital and to teach some classes, especially crafts classes, 


to the patients. 


AT ONE TIME the patients could work at various jobs, such

community, and that is precisely where Catholics can step in 
and do a job that needs to be done,”’ he said. 


EXPLAINING THAT most mentally ill patients are now 
treated in county facilities, he said they come to Patton State 
only when their problems are too severe to be handled at the 
county level. 


“And then, in most cases, they are not here permanently, 


. but are cared for only until they are ready to return to the 


community,’’ Father Medaer said. 


Before returning completely to the community, patients are 
sent to “‘board and care’’ homes to slowly readjust to life 
outside the hospital over a period of six months to a year, he 
explained. : 


THESE HOMES ARE run_by individuals in the community, 
and ‘‘we need Catholics to volunteer to operate board and 
care facilities for our Catholic patients,’’ Father Medaer said. 
About one-fifth of the hospital’s population of nearly 1,200 
are Catholic. 


‘We also need the help of some Catholic businessmen to 
help us set up a business in the community where the patients 
can put the skills they learn in the hospital to use and go right 
to work when they go to board and care homes. Catholic 
businessmen could also contact me if they had a job opening 
for one of the patients,’’ Father Medaer Said.” 


The tanned, silver-haired priest also says that parishes 
should become aware of where the board and care homes are 


as gardening around the buildings and pleasant, attractive 


‘cottages that form the Patton State complex, which looks 


almost like a college campus. 


But the state has ruled that patients must be paid for such 
work, even if it is intended as therapy, and because there isn’t 
the money to pay them, the opportunity has been all but 
withdrawn, according to Father Medaer. 


_wAnd that is why we need volunteers to come in and teach 


various classes, to provide the patients with something 
constructive to do with their time,’’ he said. 


HIS IDEAS DO not stop at the parish level, though. ‘‘The 
diocese could encourage priests to take classroom training at 
the state hospitals to help them in counseling mentally ill 


people in their parishes,’’ he said, noting that he would like to 


see the ministry of some permanent deacons branch out into 
this field. 


Father Medaer is not completely alone in his ministry, 
though. He has high praise for Mrs. Diane Bieber of St. 
Anne’s parish who heads a group of 13 volunteers. 


THEY TEACH CCD to the mentally retarded, now called 
developmentally disabled, patients at the hospital. But more 
volunteers are needed. 


Somewhat chagrined that the recent diocesan Synod had 
little to say about mental health, he noted: “Just because I 
am here as chaplain, it does not mean that the needs of the 
patients are being adequately taken care of.”’

Parents and CCD success (part 2) 


In this column last week, the state of CCD 
was examined in the light of criticism of 
parental apathy, student boredom and lack of 
direction. This week the two-part series 
concludes with the positive aspects of the 
program run by Sister Patricia Hanson and her 
team at Our Lady of the Sacred Heart parish, 
San Diego. 


Sister Patricia Hanson will take up her new 
responsibilities as southern director of the diocesan 
CCD office on July 1, following in the footsteps of 
Father William Gold. The secret of CCD success, 
she is sure, is parental involvement. 


““ After seven years of working with the people of 
Our Lady of Sacred Heart,’’ she says, ‘‘it seems 
apparent that those grades which have the largest 
attendance of students reflect the greatest 
participation of parents when children were in 
pre-school.’’ 

The secret she expresses simply: ‘‘As parents 
grow with their children they feel a need to deepen 
their relationship with the parish community and 
slowly the community of faith developes.”’ ” 

Is this, then, the answer to the future of CCD? “‘! 
am confident there is a future for CCD,’’ says the 


new diocesan director. ‘‘How it will exist is not’ 


certain but it all depends on how much active 
interest all parents of both CCD and parochial 
school: children take in the religious education of 
their children and become a vital part of the parish 
community.’’ 


How parents are ‘‘held’’ 

How has the CCD program at OLSH achieved 
such a level of parent interest and participation? Is 
there anything compulsory about it? What level has 
it attained? Sister Patricia answers: 


“All parents of children attending elementary 
CCD sign a statement that they will take part in a 
monthly meeting at least,’’ she explains. ‘‘Then we 
keep close personal contact with them, with the aid 
of a good telephone committee and personal calls. 
We meet personally with as many as 80 per cent. 
The monthly meeting—which is regularly attended 
by anywhere between 50 and 75 per cent of the 
parents—takes the form of a class in adult 
education.’’ 


Of course, she points out, there are those who 
just cannot come, due to pressure of job or needs of 
the home. ‘‘But if they say they don’t care to come, 
then we have to look into the reasons,’’ she adds. 


The school of religion at OLSH goes from 
pre-school to junior high classes on Sundays, with 
Monday night liturgy and prayer for those of high 
school age. ‘‘We don’t have what you might call a 
regular high school class. We dropped that about 
six years ago. 


‘Liturgical involvement is strong in all areas of 
the program,’’ Sister Patricia explains. “Children’s 
liturgies are held weekly both for parochial and 
CCD school children. High schoolers ‘drop in’ for 
Mass on Monday: evenings in a home.” 


Everything from car washes to talent shows, 
from a monthly coffee and donut sale to daily help 


for aged parishioners comes under the heading of 
apostolic involvement for the students. 


And the parents, apart from the monthly 
attendance, are. required to be involved in every 
step of their childrens’ way through baptism, 
Eucharist, penance and confirmation, says Sister 
Patricia. 


Grow in faith together 

In a program which involves more than 300 
children in CCD in a community which has its usual 
San Diego quota of family moves, senior citizens, 
youth and aged—though more old than young these 
days—what results are shown to indicate that her 
plan might work elsewhere? 


‘There is no doubt about it that parents of CCD 
children, through being directly involved, have 
grown in their faith,’’ she says. ‘‘They have also 
experienced a growth in their child’s understanding 
of faith. And a bonus is that the program, they 
admit, has brought them closer to their children.’’ 


For the parish as a whole, there are bonuses. 
‘People feel they belong to a community. In fact, 
CCD parents have recently formed their own group 
and started activities together. They are planning a 
joint CCD-PTG picnic for this month and more joint 
activities later in the year.’’ r 


Apathy an excuse 

Sister Patricia is not too ready to accept apathy in 
either parents or children as an easy excuse for a 
failing CCD program. ‘‘We have our problems, like 
every other parish, | am sure,”’ she says. ‘‘And 
there is apathy. But we have to find creative ways 
to bring parents together into the program. As for 
student apathy, how often is it the result of the 
teacher? Teachers have to be alive and exciting in 
their presentation of faith—a living example of 
what they are imparting.” 

And above all, Sister Patricia talks of 
‘‘atmosphere’’ —creating the environment in which 
faith and the teaching of religion grow best. The 
simple answer—liturgy. 

She has high praise for the encouragement and 
openness of OLSH pastor, Father William Mooney, 
particularly for his stress on the liturgy. He once 


said ‘‘If the children can find Jesus in the liturgy, 


it’s the greatest message we can impart.”’ 


So liturgy is at the heart of their CCD program. 
The elementary classes meet between 9 and 11 
a.m. every Sunday, of which the second half is the 
Mass for the children. Parents may join, or attend 
the Mass being celebrated in the church alongside 
the hall if they wish. pe 


Children soon learn that something is important 
if their parents take enough interest to be present. 
And the parents are often present regularly enough 
to impress the children. 


Of course, not all parishes can get their total CCD 
program fitted into a Sunday morning and Monday 
evening session. Some run nightly throughout the 
week where numbers are large. But the heart of the 
matter, according to the OLSH plan, is the 
Eucharist, the liturgy, when the children ‘‘find 
Jesus’’—with their parents. 


The Spirit is a-movin’ 


We were talking...about the wind 
and how primitive peoples or those 


who live close to the earth will often: 


identify the elements with personal- 
ities and attribute to them some kind 
of personal relationship. 


Even in our era of sophistication we 
refer to mother earth and father land 
and, according to the popular song, 
the old western prospectors in the 
deserts called the wind ‘‘Maria.’’ And 
one can imagine that for those men 
alone in the blistering heat, the wind 
might well have seemed to have the 
nature of a capricious woman—now 
gentle, cool and soothing, now wild 
and raking, both a threat and a 
promise—and always something of an 
unknown quantity. 


IN THE EASTERN legend of the 
Sidartha, the wise man cautions that 
wisdom:can only come to a man when 
he ceases his wanderings and learns 
to ‘‘listen to the wind’ which sees all, 
knows all and perhaps, if we are 
patient enough, will tell all. It is a 
concept of the wind which is, | think, 
fairly common among children. 


Certainly, when | was a child, | . 


knew with no shadow of doubt, that if 
only the wind would pause or | run 


fast enough, it would reveal wonderful 


mysteries. Today, when | watch 
children running with the wind, 
laughing, tumbling, abandoning 


themselves to its force, | wonder what 
they may be hearing in that inner ear! 

Scripture, which always reflects the 
heart of man, has scores of references 
to the wind in all its aspects. Gentle 
winds, stirring winds, burning winds, 
whistling winds, violent winds, storm 
winds, mighty winds, blasting winds, 
tempestuous winds, winds of God. 
And always there, too, is the mystery 
of the wind. 

“THE WIND BLOWS where it will, 
you hear the sound it makes but you 
do not know where it comes from or 
where it goes.’’ So it is, St. John says, 
with the Spirit. The Hebrew word for 


‘Spirit, ruah, means breath, especially 


that of the wind. Could it be that all 
the movements of the wind are 
analogous to the movements of the 
Spirit? Perhaps, learning the ways of 
the wind, we may learn something of 
the ways of the Spirit? 

The wind, as a cooling breeze in the 
heat of summer, renews and refresh- 
es, as the Spirit of God renews and 
refreshes the soul. The wind lifts the 
wings of aircraft and fills the sails of 


ships, empowering us to venture into 
elements alien to our earth-bound 
natures and navigate space that would 
otherwise defy us. 


It seeks out a vagrant spark and 
fans it into flame, may whip the flame 
into a foraging fire then, falling, or 
changing direction, check it—as the 
Spirit ignites and fires our flickering 
faith, but cools excessive ardor. 
Sometimes it seems to move in 
harmony. with us, sometimes _ it 
abruptly upsets our plans, whisking 
away picnics, slamming doors before 
us, tousling hair and dignity and 
flouting our vanities. 


THE SPIRIT, TOO, is no respecter 
of persons and plans and may remind 
us just as rudely of the folly of our 
conventional values and images. At 
times, the wind seems to caress the 
fields in a rhythmic, undulating 
stroke, at others it ruthlessly levels 
acres. of carefully planted grain, so 
that no harvest may be reaped there 


and no profit taken. ‘‘Not my will, but : 


yours.’ 

There is the dark wind before dawn 
which bursts through to waken the 
sleeping world, drawing sunlight and 


birdsong in its wake, and the storm - 


wind before which every tree will 
bend and bow and scrape. But much 
of the time, we do not notice the wind. 
Like the air we breathe, like the very 
act of breathing, it is always with us. 


“Yet when we can no longer discern 
the movement of the wind and the air 
is still and heavy, we wait in an often 
uneasy anticipation for the breeze we 
know must come. So the Spirit wakens 
us to the dawn of life and joy, and 
bends our pride in its passing. So, too, 
when we no longer are aware of his 
presence our lives. become prey to 
anxiety and restlessness. 


WE CAN CONTROL neither wind 
nor Spirit, but may channel their 
powers to benefit ourselves and others 
without attempting to limit or possess 
them. We do not know the Spirit, but 
we can come to know something of the 
wind. We do not easily feel the Spirit, 
but we do feel the-wind. We may not 
hear the Spirit, but we hear the wind 
and see it blow. 


And, perhaps, our awareness will 
grow deeper if, as we hear and see 
and feel the breezes every day, we let 
them whisper to that inner ear ‘‘The 
Spirit is a-moving, a-moving all over 
this. world.’’ :

The Flomant of Mystery 
Jesus’ rising no simple 
event but unique change 


transcending time,space 


By Father John J. Castelot 


Inspiringly beautiful though they are, the 
Gospel accounts of the resurrection exper- 
iences of the disciples are among the most 
difficult passages of the New Testament. 
They record different traditions which often 
defy harmonization one with the other. 


. For instance, one tradition places all the 
appearances of the risen Lord in and around 
Jerusalem, all on Easter Sunday in Luke, 
one on Easter Day and another on the 
following Sunday, as in John 20. 


ANOTHER TRADITION, represented by 
Matthew and John 21, recalls only 
appearances in Galilee—on a mountain in 
Matthew and on the shore of the lake in 
John. And neither tradition seems to be 
aware of the other. This is just one of the 
difficulties involved—just one among many. 


Of course, we should not really be too 
surprised at this. Other events of our Lord’s 
career were historically controllable, like the 
passion, of which we have a fairly smooth, 
consecutive narrative, from arrest to trial to 
torture to crucifixion, death, and burial. But 
the post-resurrection experiences involved 
isolated, and mysterious, encounters with 
the risen Lord, without any clear chronologi- 
cal or geographical sequence. 


By the time these encounters were put 
into writing by the several Evangelists, 
reminiscences had become in some instan- 
ces a bit vague, perhaps even confused, and 
over the intervening years these reminis- 
cences had been subjected to no little 
theological interpretation. 


THERE ARE, HOWEVER, some clearly 
discernible constants in all of this material. 
One is the discovery of the empty tomb on 
the first day of the week. Even this event is 
variously described from one Gespel to the 
other, but they all do record it, and that is 
very significant. - 


Of course, the mere fact of an empty tomb 
proves nothing. It could have been explained 
in any number of ways. Mary Magdalene 
complained to the Lord, whom she mistook 
for the gardener, that they had taken away 
the Lord’s body and she knew not where to 
look. And the enemies of the Apostles later 
accused them of having stolen the corpse. 
Significantly, however, they never denied 
that the tomb was indeed empty. 


The mystery of the empty tomb was 
eventually cleared up for the disciples by the 
appearances of the risen Christ. In the light 
of these experiences they knew at-last why 
the tomb was empty. It was because God had 
given Jesus the victory over the forces of evil 
and had raised Him from the dead. 


THE NARRATIVE OF the empty tomb 
eventually came to serve as a link between 
the accounts of Jesus’ mortal life and that of 
His appearances. The former had ended 
with His burial in the tomb; the latter had 
begun with His resurrection from that same 
tomb. . 


It is rather interesting to note that the 
actual resurrection is not pinpointed to any 
precise moment in time. The discovery of the 
empty tomb is uniformly dated to the first 
day of the week, but the resurrection itself 
could have occurred any time between the 
burial and the historically controllable 
events of Sunday morning. 


I say ‘historically controllable’ because the 
actual resurrection was and is not. It was a 
real event which took place within the 
framework of time, but of its nature it 
transcended ordinary history. The Gospels 
make no atempt to describe the resurrec- 
tion—for the simple reason that it was 
indescribable. 


IT WAS NO SIMPLE return to life, as in 
the case of Lazarus, who came back to take 
up where he had left off and eventually to 
die. The resurrection of Christ was a unique 
transformation, involving the passage from a 
mortal existence to a realm of being and 


- activity transcending all created categories, 


such as time and space. ; 


And so perhaps we should speak of it as a 
transhistorical or metahistorical event, 
something which really did occur at a point 
in time, but something unobservable, 
beyond human witness, indescribable in 
human language, beyond history in the 
accepted sense of that term. 


Accordingly, there is an element of 
‘mystery in the appearances of the risen 
Lord. He appears suddenly and just as 
suddenly vanishes. Locked doors are no 
obstacle to Him. He is at first not recognized 
even by His most intimate friends. Mary 
Magdalene thought He was the gardener 
until He spoke her name; the Apostles in the 
upper room thought they were seeing a 
ghost; the two disciples on the road to 
Emmaus hadn’t the slightest idea who the 
stranger was who walked and talked with 
them until He broke bread at supper in the 
inn. 


ALL OF THIS IS meant to communicate an 
important truth, the fact that this was indeed 
the Jesus they had known, but that He was 
present to them now in a vastly different 
way—through faith, through sacraments or 
signs, like the breaking of the bread. This is 
expressed quite clearly in the words He is 
reported to have addressed to Thomas: 
“‘Because you have seen me, you have 
believed; more blessed are they who have 
not seen and yet have believed.”’ 


The resurrection is of central importance 
in our living of the Christian life. As Paul 
tells us: ‘“‘Christ died for our sins and rose 
for our justification.’” Again, in 1 Corin- 
thians 15 he reminds us quite bluntly: ‘‘If 
Christ has not been raised, ourpreaching is 
void of content and your faith is empty too. If 
Christ was not raised, your faith is 
worthless. You are still in your sins, and 
those. who have died in Christ are the 
deadest of the dead.”’ 


EVERYTHING—our present Christian 
life, our hope for eternity—everything 
hinges on this one reality: Christ was 
victorious over sin and the Father raised 
Him from the dead, giving Him the ultimate 
victory. And what the Father did for His son 
is a pledge of what He will do for us who are 
one with His Son, the firstborn of many 
brothers and sisters. . 


Indeed, the author of the letter to the 
Ephesians goes so far as to make this 
startling statement: ‘“‘God is rich ~in 
mercy;because of his great love for us he 
brought us to life with Christ when we were 
dead in sin. By this favor you were saved. 
Both with and in Christ he raised us up and 
gave us a place in the heavens’’ (Ephesians 
2:4-6).

women, Mary Magdalene, Zacchaeus. He 
did not chastise or humiliate them when he 
forgave them. Instead, He raised them up to 
a higher level of life by unconditional love. 


By the Dameans 


The song, ‘‘Fallen Angel,’’ which is 
performed by Frankie Valli, tells a beautiful 


story—the story of deep love. 


One person has ‘‘played around,”’ “‘tried 
them all,’’ and has misused the gift of love. 
Upon returning ‘‘home,’’ the consequences 
for lack of responsibility must be faced. 
There are various responses that might 
await: ‘‘After what you’ve done, how can 
you expect me to forgive you?’’ ‘‘You really 
let me down. I can never forget what you’ve 
done.”’ ‘‘You’re home again, I’m glad you 
kept the key.”’ ; 


THE LAST response reveals one who has 
a tremendous capacity for love. And this is 
the response in ‘‘Fallen Angel.’’ Three 
simple words, ‘‘Been waiting here,’’ show 
much patience and respond to the needs of 
the other. A love that does not die with 
rejection is unveiled. ‘‘Hush now, I know 
you’re all cried out’’ is consolation. And 
“It’s all right, inside I have no doubt about 
your love for me”’ is reassurance. 


But the most impressive statements are 
those which recognize that temptations will 
continue for the returning person. And the 
singer is aware of challenge and hope— 
*‘Maybe you'll resist them all when I tell you 
how I’ve missed you.’’ Forgiveness and love 
invite the other to live life more fully. There 
is neither condition nor demand, but an 
invitation to* renew life. 


The forgiveness and invitation to begin 
again parallel many things we read in 


Jesus—the adulterous 


HE DID NOT say, ‘‘You should be 
ashamed’’ or ‘‘You do not deserve a 
welcome.’ He realized that they were 
already ‘‘cried out.’’ Rather He was filled 
with joy for their return. And, as in “‘Fallen 
Angel,’’ He expressed His forgiveness. 
They could begin anew. 


So often we express forgiveness verbally, 
but we are unable to forget. The song says, 
“T'll forgive you anything...we’ll forget 
what’s gone before.’’ This kind of 
forgiveness can only come from one who 
loves deeply. 


Another parallel can be drawn between 
the Prodigal Son and ‘'Fallen Angel.’’ In the 
story of the Prodigal Son, the father is 
infinitely patient and understanding when 
his son returns. That he loves his son in spite 


of anything else is evident. These same ~ 


sentiments are beautifully expressed in 
‘Fallen Angel.’ 


IF WE HAVE ever experienced forgive- 
ness like this, then we have already felt 
some of the love that God has for us. How 
comforting it is to know that the Creator of 
the world, God our Father, is always waiting 
with His love, welcoming us home ‘‘where 
we belong.”

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To Rise in Jesus’ Rising 


Does Christ's resurrection

Now in the Bicentennial year we are 
standing back and seeing objectively into 
history. We have watched the ‘‘Adams 
Chronicles’’ and similar programs which call 
us back to roots of our American venture in 
freedom This is very helpful. 


It could be even more helpful if we truly 
sought to ask the questions: What does this 
history mean now to us? Is there any 
relationship between our nation’s founda- 
tion, built on Old Testament covenant terms 
of a promised land, and our ability today to 
freely grow? 


WE TEND TO distance history. We look. 


back at 30 years of age at the beaufy of our 
pigtails and crooked teeth when we were 
eight and see them as lovely. History is like a 


very selective slide show which may not 


confront us now. Yet our history is also our 
strength for it places us within the root 
system which is ours. 


The resurrection of Jesus is an historical 
event. Most believers have little trouble 
accepting it asa fact, although the terms of 
understanding it are difficult. But the acid 
question sooner or later makes its way into 
our lifes: What difference or effect does that 
resurrection of Jesus have in our lives? 


_ Does it really matter in how we try to live 
day-by-day? It is rather falsely academic to 
see the resurrection of Jesus in universal 


- terms and never to come to grips with its 


effects in our lives, in our joys and in the 
times when we cry out, ‘‘Where are you, 
Lord?”’ 


JESUS’ BEING raised by His Father is a 
very’ concrete historical occurrence for us 


now. It is very near the way that we reach . 


out and act concretely as our days pass by. 
Jesus’ rising is in our visits to aging people; 
it is in the patient endurance that comes of 
listening to those who emotionally suffer. It 
is in accepting -our own feelings of joy and 
pain. © ; om 

Jesus’ rising is in the ‘‘meals on wheels”’ 
program, the hot lines, the giving of blood. 
Jesus’ rising is in supporting widows and 
divorcees, prison victims, lonely clerics who 
may be asked to forever solve others’ 
problems and never have someone to share 
theirs. 


Jesus’ rising may be as concrete as 
patience when a line of traffic halts us unduly 
on our way to a party. It is as concrete as 
reaching out to make others’ loneliness less 
acid: or shovelling neighbors’ walks when 
they are ill; it is as near as stopping to fix 


‘matter in day to day life? 


another stranded person’s flat tire on the 


highway. 

WE ARE FOREVER being converted to 
concretely living our belief in Jesus’ 
resurrection. Nothing could be less mean- 
ingful than simply recording Christ’s open 
tomb in a closed-off world. Yet we are often 
tempted to place faith in abstract terms, to 
make philosophic distinctions ‘that. make 
little difference in how we live day-in and 
day-out. 


Jesus’ resurrection invites us now to reach 
out concretely and to touch others even when 
we fear to do so. It is a bit like learning to 
ski. We know that when we learn to ski that 
it is dangerous to lean back towards the 
slope which we are going down. Leaning into 
the hill below, scary as the distance below is, 
is what gives balance to our effort. 

Jesus’ resurrection gives balance now to 
us so that we dare to bend into the fears of 
the unknown which we have and to act 
concretely. We can actually bend towards 
the fear. 


I HAVE A friend who has invited her aged 
grandfather to come to live with her and with 


- her family. Surely this was not easy and it 


was made even harder by his loss of his wife 
of over 50 years. The old man is fragile and 
beautiful and full of a deep wound. Yet this 
family has invited him to come to be with 
them to feel their presence and to be healed 
of the enormous loss. In faith, my friend has 
bent into the fear. 

I recall since my youth being very afraid of 
older persons and their needs. Last summer 
I was placed in a study practicum on a 
psychiatric ward for the aged and told to 
learn to listen. I felt I could not do this. I 
could see’so little hope in their reduction by 
time and by the ravages of experience. I 
feared that hearing too much would depress 
me for loneliness and age is heavy stuff. 


IN THE COURSE of the summer I felt a 
kind of gradual conversion to these people. 
As I did ceramics with an older man, I heard 
his life story and I began to understand how 
much my fear was an illusion. He was a 
person, needy and beautiful, made as I am 
made with human needs and human hopes. I 
felt in a very unromantic and non-dramatic 
way that Jesus’ resurrection was happening 
in some small way in me and I learned to say 
‘tyes’ to that much of His victory. 

Jesus Himself identified the understan- 
ding of His rising in terms of identification 
with others: ‘‘As long as you did to one of 
these, the least of my brothers, you did it to 
me.’’ We can know facts about the 
resurrection but the fact we most dearly 
learn through is this: Jesus’ rising raises us.

Biblical Profiles: Jude 


Saint's letter reflects his 
short fuse of tolerance

Jude’s letter is short, just one chapter, but 
it reveals a personality that is long on calling 
spades shovels. He is not amused by sin and 
clearly lets everyone know about his 
‘“intolerance.’’ Reading him is like a 
throwback to the days of the ‘‘fire and 
brimstone preachers’’ whose lively sermons 
affrighted many a sinner to his knees asking 
forgiveness. 


Jude’s style is perhaps not ecumenical 
enough, not nuanced or reflective of degrees 
of responsibility in sinners. Lines like these 
are not heard much from pulpits these days: 


“THESE MEN are blotches on your 
Christian bangiets. They join your solemn 
feasts without shame and only look after 
themselves....They are wild ocean waves 
splashing their shameless deeds abroad like 
foam, or shooting stars for whom the gloom 
of darkness has been reserved forever.’’ 
(12-14) 


Such bluntness about sin begins to sound 
refreshing after so many years of soft 
pedaling the possibility of sin because of 
either situational pressures or inner levels of 
immaturity or neurosis. Sin seems to have 
left the realm of the clergy to become a crime 
in the realm of courts and judges—and 
beyond them, a mental illness within the 
province of the psychiatrist. 


There is no question that human evil at 
times must be subjected to the scrutiny of a 
court when a crime has been committed. Nor 
would one argue today that some human evil 
may be more of a clinical illness than a moral 
one, deserving the notice of the psychiatrist. 
But this distribution of the ‘‘case load”’ 
should in no way deny the existence of moral 
evil that still remains a religious question to 
be settled, analyzed and approached within 
the community of believers. 


THE TOLERANCE gained by enlightened 
justice in the courts and ameliorating factors 
in the clinics may in no way be extended to 
the proposal that no sin exists at all. 


A few years ago, a noted magazine 
featured in its Christmas issue stories about 
corrupt police, military men playing at war 
like little boys, and penal systems that 
degraded the inhabitants. 


The magazine noted this dismal table of 
contents at so joyous a season with the 
thoughts that ‘‘If life is not to be seen as a 


compost heap, no one will ever do anything 
about it. The cat will have swallowed the 
bluebird of happiness, and only despair 
could lie ahead.”’ 


IN A CERTAIN WAY this describes what 
religion has always claimed to be original 
sin, the pervasiveness of evil within which 
man must seek salvation and hope. The 
moral passion which Jude demonstrates in 
his letter takes this into account. He is a man 
of few but strong words. He comes through 
times like ours as a man who gives the right 
“‘shock of recognition’’ concerning sin and 
its ability to destroy the community of 
believers. 


What really has happened today is that 
the fire and brimstone comes from the 
sinners instead of the preachers who should 
speak out’ on issues of sin. This even 
happened in Jude’s time. ‘“These men are 
grumblers and whiners. They live by their 
passions, uttering bombast.’’ (16) 


The advocates of sin and immorality are 
not shy in promoting their cause, often with 
outrageous effrontery. They do not fear to 
lift their voices. They need no “‘assertion 
therapy’’ or books on how to intimidate 
others. In fact they have turned intimidation 
into an art form. Many of them are 


. sensualists, devoid of the presence of the 


Spirit, and aimed at breaking up the Body of 
Christ. 


JUDE’S ADVICE IS as_ good today 
as it ever was. ‘‘But you, beloved, grow 
strong in your holy faith through prayer in 
the Holy Spirit. Persevere in God’s love and 
welcome the mercy of our Lord Jesus Christ 
which leads to life eternal. Correct those who 
are confused. The others you must 
rescue, snatching them from the fire. Even 
with those you pity, be on your guard; abhor 
so much as their flesh stained clothing.’’ 
(20-23) ‘i 


Tough words for an easy-going, tolerant 
and sensitized society such as ours. We have 
become so non-judgmental that we seem to 
have lost the capacity to make a judgment at 
all. Yet to be both profoundly human and 
deeply believing we must not abandon the 
power to make faith informed judgments. 


It can never be done with the harshness 
that would forget the ever-present forgive- 
ness of Christ. It can be done with precisely 
just such a compassion. Better to see things 
as they are and offer the creative love that 
will bring things to what they ought to be.

Brazil-where bishops expect tension to increase 


By Agostino Bono 


The seeds of dialogue between the Catholic 
bishops and the Brazilian government have been 
sown on shallow ground. The plantings have failed 
to yield, despite high Church hopes two years ago 
when a new military president was inaugurated. 


‘‘The hopes of the past have been destroyed. The 
bishops are now convinced that the problem ts in the 
system and not in the person,’’ said a source in close 
contact with the bishops. 


“THE POWER SYSTEM in Brazil is a lot different 
from what appears on the surface. The president is 
the visible power, but he is limited. There is an 
invisible power which is generally known as the 
national security apparatus,’’ he said. 

The national security apparatus includes hardline 
military leaders who, since. the military took over in 
1964, have institutionalized what many human 
rights groups claim is a highly repressive system.

Critics of the government claim Brazil’s massive 
industrialization process has been done at worker 
expense, producing a subconscious fear in the 
military that the laboring class may one day rebel.

St. Brendan was born sometime after 460, 
in or near Tralee, County Kerry, Ireland. 
The highly-respected and popular abbot 
was. known to have lived until the 570s. 
Beyond those few facts, history reveals little 
about the Irish monk, partly because he has 
been ‘‘adopted’’ as the central figure in a 
legend more famous for its Spirituality than 
its historicity. 

The. ‘‘Brendan_ Legend’’ has rarely 
attracted serious attention from historians. 
Nevertheless, any study of Catholic America 
must at least mention that sea-faring 
character around whom was built one of the 
most remarkable and widely-spread fables of 
the Middle Ages. 


_ SEVERAL RATHER fascinating attempts 
have been made to interpret the tradition 
and discovery of the so-called ‘‘Land of 
Paradise.’’ Certainly the Irish were accomp- 
lished seafarers. It was likely St. Brendan’s 
love for the sea that served as the nexus 
between himself and the legendary character 
personified in the Navigatio Sancti Brendani 
Abbatis. _

-$t. Brendan legend 
‘motivates Columbus 


St. Brendan’s most celebrated sea-journey 
extended over a vast expanse of the ocean, 
to the south. Some of the curiously-accurate 
geographic details indicate that he stopped 
at the Azores and the Madeiras, before 
going on to the Canaries, and then over to 
Cape Verde peninsula. 

The homeward trip, augmented by 
favorable trade winds, swept St. Brendan 
into the southern branch of the Gulf stream. 
This could have carried Brendan and his 


“companions in a great sweep southwest and 


west to the coast of South or North America. 


WHAT IS MORE important than the story 
of St. Brendan’s extension to the New World 
was his effect on certain Italians, particular- 
ly Christopher Columbus, a resident of 
Genoa. 


Despite his nebulous historicity, St. 
Brendan was known in Genoa and, as Joseph 
Dunn has noted, ‘‘we can easily believe that 
Columbus, who was blind to everything but 


-his great mission, could not fail to be 


familiar with the legend of St. Brendan.”’ 

If St. Brendan did not personally visit the 
New World, his legendary counterpart was 
among the chief motivating causes leading 
Columbus to strike out on his voyage, near 
the end of the 15th century.
